A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-faoe, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the inten/iew.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an inten/iew with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
wananting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .111 , l .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademart^ Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and. proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable Items required below concerning the 
substance of the Interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other confiments: The proposed amendments were not present during examination 
and the newly added concepts of the claims now require further search and consideration, particularly as to what the 
newly proposed scope of the claims is. "Consisting essentially of raises the issue of what the scope of the claims 
now is. The examiner notes the definition of "consisting essentially of regarding compositions in MPEP 21 1 1.03 [R-3] 
Transitional Phrases. The examiner takes the meaning of this phrase to have analogous meaning in the instant 
situation. It is unclear to the examiner what degrees of order are excluded since it is unclear what degrees of order 
would materially affect the basic and novel characteristics of the invention. This would require further examination, 
search, and consideration. 

The examiner notes that the claims pending, e.g. of 5/10/07 have seemingly definite requirements of expanding by 
heating by the claimed electromagnetic waves for some time and the essential removal of the expander chemical. 
Coupled with the applicant's representative's likening of the process to popcorn popping, it would seem to the examiner 
that there might not be an intermediate state or states, i.e. the graphite is either expanded or not by the limitations that 
are definite and not new matter in the instant claims. Support for this might be accomplished by declaration by the 
applicant. The applicant's representative said he would consider this option with the filing of an RCE. . 
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
